The actual date will be set 
as soon as American consular of­ 
ficials give the word th a t they are 
ready to handle the inevitable rush. 
Two million registration forms have 
been printed in Switzerland. 
Expect Many DP’s 
The biggest group of applicants is 
expected to come from the 800.000 
or so displaced persons—those left 
homeless by the war. Congress has 
voted to adm it 205.000 of these dur­ 
ing the next two years. 
The new legislation also opened 
the way for restoring the prewar 
Germ an quota. 
Next to the British, it is the larg­ 
est of all the national allotm ents set 
by the basic 1924 imm igration act. 
Few May Qualify 
In voting to adm it the 205,000 
DPs. Congress wrote in a section, 
specifying th a t one-half of the re­ 
stored Germ an quota must be used 
to adm it only persons of Germ an 
"ethnic origin" who now live in 
Germany but who were bom in Po­ 
land. 
Czechoslovakia, 
Yugoslavia, 
Hungary or Romania. 
Half of the rem ainder may be used 
for displaced persons. Of the total 
proportion set aside for native G er­ 
mans, priority was given to skilled 
farm ers and to those with relatives 
already in the United States. 
Officials predicted, however, th at 
this number actually will exceed 
one-fourth of the 25,957 quota be­ 
cause relatively few Germ ans can 
qualify as displaced persons.
